SUPERINTENDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  the  Dorchester  School  Board: 

My  tenth  annual  report  is  submitted  herewith  and 
presents  a  discussion  O'f  those  topics  which  should  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  Dorchester  people. 

It  is  my  belief  that  everyone  interested  in  the 
Cheever  School  is  pleased  that  the  present  teacher, 
Mrs.  Rosamund  S.  Orr,  decided  to  return  to  us  for  a 
third  year,  I  trust  that  parents  fully  appreciate  her 
"';at  rrrgonal  interest  in  every  child  and  the  efforts 
she  makes  for  them  far  beyond  the  regular  duties  of 
a  teacher. 

A  three-year  transportation  contract  was  awarded 
to  Stanford  E.  Siler.  Dorchester  children  are  novv- 
transported  in  a  new  vehicle  of  ample  capacity  and 
capable  of  travel  under  practically  all  kinds  of  road 
conditions.  We  hope  that  this  year  our  Dorchester 
School  may  operate  on  the  calendar  as  set  up  without 
the  usual  "Mud  Season"  variations. 

Largely  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Orr  a  better 
school  lunch  program  is  available  for  Dorchester 
children  this  year.  Parents  very  generously  cooper- 
ated with  Mrs.  Orr  in  previous  years,  but  the  school 
lunch  had  to  be  carried  on  without  any  allottment  of 
government  food  supplies.  Because  of  Mrs.  Orr's 
willingness  to  accept  the  clerical  duties  involved,  we 
are  now  included  in  the  state  wide  lunch  program 
and  receive  our  proportionate  share  of  all  foods  al- 
located to  Supervisory  Union  48  by  the  N.H.  Dis- 
tributing Agency.  The  continued  cooperation  of  par- 
ents is  very  much  appreciated.  Your  continued  ac- 
tive interest  in  the  local  school  can  result  only  in 
benefit  to  the  children. 


The  children  are  very  much  pleased  that  the  in- 
terior of  their  school  has  been  newly  painted.  The 
room  presents  a  light  and  cheerful  appearance. 
When  the  building  in  which  young  children  have  to 
spend  so  much  of  their  time  is  well  cared  for  and  at- 
tractive, it  is  bound  to  influence  the  attitude  of  those 
children  towards  any  property  for  which  they  may 
later  be  responsible. 

We  hope  that  before  too  long  the  district  may  be 
able  to  make  a  start  in  buying  really  new  desks  and 
chairs  for  the  school.  All  of  our  furniture  at  the  pre- 
sent time  serves  its  purpose  fairlv  well,  but  some  of 
the  desks  which  were  repaired  two  or  three  years 
ago  cannot  be  expected  to  last  very  much  longer. 

In  conclusion  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  school 
board  for  their  cooperation,  the  teacher,  the  nupils, 
and  parents  for  their  he^n  in  making  the  Cheever 
School  a  credit  to  the  town.
